frail body, and returned to the God 
who jrwe it. Surrounded by his 
loved ones his sun sank to Its Setting 
in an atmosphere brightened by p 
and prosperity, and serene from His 
assurance that there is a morrow be- 
yond this grave in which its splen- 
dors shall shine eternal. 

Notwithstanding his attainment 
of nearly a century of life, Mr 
Benedict carried the weight of years 
gracefully, and enjoyed excellent 
health until shortly before his death, 
when he was stricken with pneu- 
monia. Medical aid was Immediate 
ly forthcoming, but he failed to 
respond to its ministrations, and 
just one week after having b 
stricken, he sank into that " Blessed 
sleep from which none ever wakes 
to weep." The funeral service over 
the remains of Mr. Benedict took 
place at 2 o'clock on the afternoon 
of November 8th. The beautiful 
residence, 322 Hast Capital Street, 
where many pleasant days had 1 
enjoyed and where the last 
wearying burden of life slipped 
from the tired shoulders, was filled 

with former friends and acquain- 
tances, whom sorrow drew there to 
mourn. The casket was, surround 
ed with floral tributes brougli' 
the offering of loving hearts.

well known jewelry store of Bene- 
dict Brothers, at Broadway and 
Wall Street, New York City. 

His mother was the daughter of 
the Rev. William Ovingtou, who had 
come from London, Kugland, to 
New York City. He was said to 
have been the first minister of the 
Christian Church in New York City. 

Mr. Benedict lost his hearing 
through sickness in his early child- 
hood At the age of nine years he 
was placed in the New York School 
for the Deaf, then at 50th Street and 
presided over by the late Harvey P. 
; He remained at that insti- 
tution for ten years, graduating with 
honors in 1846. He was imme- 
diately offered an instrnctorship with 
his Alma Mater, which he accepted 
and where he remained for nineteen 
years with credit to both himself and 
the school. He was always of a 
studious turn of mind, the study 
of ancient and modern languages 
being his chief hobby. He could 
converse equally as well in German, 
Spanish or French as he could in 
English, and was quite proficient in 
Latin, Oreek and Hebrew. When 
the study ol into was taken 

up he was one of the first to join the 
classes, and his proficiency soon gain 
ed for him a place as one of their 
advisors. In 1852, while teaching at 
Pan wood, two nuns from a Convent 

in Montreal, Canada, came there to 
ham the methods of instructing the 
deaf. On account of his knowledge 
of French, Mr. Benedict was detailed 
by the Superintendent to act as their 
instructor. These nuns remained 
with him for two years and then 
returned to Montreal, where they 
founded the first school for the Deaf 
in Canada. Mr. Benedict was 
offered an instrnctorship in this 
school, but declined it. He however 
went to Montreal and was in 
strnmental in its establishment Just 
before leaving, the good Bishop 

nted him with a solid gold * 
as a memento.

Taught by that Divine 
Word and Spirit, a few hours before 
his death he said to his pastor, Dr. 
Greene, "St. John said that he loved 
Jesus Christ more than any one else 
did ; this cannot be, for I love Jesus 
just as much as St John did M Again 
when, unexpectedly to all, but per- 
haps least so to himself, his last hour 
came, he calmly said, H I am not 
afraid to die," and without a groan 
or sigh or a glance, expired with a 
peaceful reliance on the mercies of 
the Almighty. 

There are those it is feared who 
appear best away from home, who 
keep their good manners and kind- 
ness for exhibition hi public, rather 
than to be used at home. Such was 
not the case with our deceased 
friend. Those who know him best 
esteemed and loved him most He 
a joyous light in his household. 
Only those who have heard the ex- 
pressions of those most near and 
dear, can conceive of their estimate 
of their loss in his death. His 
private life was of unsullied purity, 
and in his domestic relations, his 
fidelity and devotion were unsur- 
ed, 

To those of us who were acquaint- 
ed with him, we found that as a 
private friend he was affable and 
sincere, and being well stored with 
a fund of anecdotes from vast per- 
sonal experience, he was an excellent 
and entertaining companion. He 
had a heart of whose friendship ail 
might be proud. 

By his career we observed the 
onii nance of that goodness of 
heart, integrity of purpose and 
courtesy of demeanor, which, while 
they endeared him to us and now 
add to the pang inflicted upon us 
by his departure, yet stand out 
before us as au example for our 
imitation.

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Many years ago, long before Eve 
explained horticulture to Adam, 
there was a lake in Utah 340 miles 
long, 145 miles wide and .

The school which 

was opened on April 15th, 18x7, 

was situated on the spot where the 

City Hotel was afterwards built.

Weeks, upon the occasion of a visit 

about thirty years ago. Prof, 

Weeks is still hale and hearty, but 

retired on a pension after fifty-seven 

year* of continuous teaching at the 

Hartford School, and no doubt he 

would be glad to give reminiscences 

and point out places of historic 

interest during the big gathering 

next year.

January 22, 1916— Some trouble 
arose over the discharge of three 
married deaf-mutes from the Jones 
and McLaughlin Steel Company of 
Woodlawn, Pa. Under the new 
Compensation Law of Pennsylvania 
which went into effect in January, 
and under the same Act other deaf 
in the tin mills may have to go un- 
less they protest. Mr. Peter Gii- 
hooly, instead ol taking the matter 
quietly, laid it before the State 
Workmen's Compensation Hoard. 
Under a Comp nsatiou System 
whieh the company operated before 
the new law came into existence, the 
three deaf men were able to hold 
their jobs absolving the company 
from damages in case they were in- 
jured. They claimed that this 
could not be done under the new 
law. 

Two of the men were so anxious 
to retain their jobs that they plead 
ed with the Referee, Mr. Dunn, of 
Pittsbnrg, and Mr. Shaw the Gener- 
al Mauagei of the Steel Company, 
to be allowed to waive claims for 
damages and continue work. They 
fear if turned out by one company 
others will refuse to employ them 
and other deaf. 

James W. Leech, member of the 
State Compensation Board, came to 
Pittsburg to investigate Hie matter 
of the thiee discharged deaf employ 
ees because of being poor " liability 
hazards," due to deafness and other 
Infirmities. He is to report to the 
Governor and to the Board. A 
letter was sent to General Manager 
F. \Y. Shaw of tin* Company, asking 
for the Company's side of the k case. 
One provision Of Ihe law requires 
that accident repoits give fact 
to what accidents are due lo physi- 
cal condition of the worker. 

A reply was sent to the Beard by 
the Company which follows: As 
given by a Pittsburg paper. 

Mr. Qilhooly is receiving many 
congratulations from hearing 
friends, over his success in getting 
the company to reinstate him and 
one of the o'her deaf persons.
